No Scheme Involving the Plan Ruled 
Against By the Attorney General 
Will Hereafter Be Allowed 
to 9^n qi^fM9ia9. 

Washington, Nov. 30.— The attorney 
general at the cabinet meeting Tues- 
day submitted an important opinion 
in regard to all ^^ufss^ng contests In 
newspapers, magjizines, etc., declaring 
all such to be lotteries. The postmas- 
ter general will act upon this opinion 
and debar all jiapers, etc , publishing 
such contests from the mails. Post- 
Blaster Oeneral Wynne said that he 
would not act precipitately in the mat- 
ter, but would give each case a hear- 
liig before Issuing orders against them. 

The attorney general, in bis opinion, 
says \hat In each contest thousands 
had Invested small sums in hope and 
expectation that luck would enable 
them to win large returns. "A com- 
paratively small percentage." ho says, 
'iif till' participants will realize their 
exjiectatlons. Thousands will get 
nothing. They — the contests — are in 
ei^ect lotteries under the guise of 
'fDuessing contests.'" 

The atto^y general quotes an opin- 
ion of the court of appeals of New 
York, made on August Ifiii4. where 
It was held "that where a scheme 
lacks 'the elements of a legitimate 
b.uslni(#s ;ent^^prlse' It Is a lottery." 

This' opinion relates to all guessing 
<^tests and overrules all former opin- 
ions in view of such schemes. The 
opinion susf aiii.'--. the iiositloii of ibe 
post office department, which has been 
af alnst K^ff^^H QopMlPtr. 

Postmaster General's Statement. 

Postmaster General Wynne Tuesday 
njght gave out tfeip ^MiDwing ofllclal 
s^tement: 

"Vff a i^HBh»r 0$ ytfuv the post of- 
Hps iep!n:pipf>fit pJtt S^iUpd to the 
^j,ils adv,ertJ8.eD;iepi fifffi othjer matter 
coacernlnn so-called 'guessing' or 'es- 
timating' contests. The question of 
wh,et^er or not thesf fipYieta^fi ajre Ipt- 
teries has been several times present- 
ed to the attorney general, who held 
that tbey were not loUe^les wUhin ^he 
meaning of the postal lottery act. In 
view of twt) recent cases In which the 
supreme court and the New York 
cipurt of appeals rendered opinions, 
thje postmast,er general felt warranted 
In again submutlng the question to 
the attorney general. Following the 
opinions in these two cases, the fittor- 
ney K<^neral now holds that the 
schemes are lotteries. 

The Law Will Sa Bnferesd. 

"It Is therefore. Incumbent upon the 
post offlco department to enforc-e the 
law under which the iiostmasf er gen- 
eral is authorized, upon evidence sat- 
isfactory to him that any person or 
company is engaged in conducting a 
lottery or othe^ scheme for the distri- 
bution of money liy cimnre to Issue an 
order that all mail addressed to such 
person or company be rfturned Stamp- 
ed 'fraudulent.' 

"As a number of lefltimate enter- 
prises' have adopted these estimating 
or guessing contests as a means of ad- 
vertising, and In view of the admis- 
sion to the uiailu of matter pertaiulug 
to these contests within the last few 
years, the elimination of these 
schemes from the mails can not be 
made immediately absolute. If such 
a scheme has already been entered 
upon la good faith, the department 
will not Issue an order that will seri- 
ously injure a U'^iiimate business. 
Each case will be handled separately 
and no scheme which Involves the 
plan ruled against by the attorney gen- 
eral will hereafter be allowed to poip- 
menof o f tattosa."
